SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This video slick entitled Teenage Perversions Volume 3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The slick relates to the sexually explicit video recording entitled Teenage Perversions 
3. The slick contains 10 images explicitly depicting females engaged in sexual or 
sexualised activities. The females are mainly depicted alone posing for the camera, 
except in two images where two females are engaged in sexual activities together and 
in another image where a female is depicted with ejaculate over her face and upper 
body. The females are teenagers, or are intended to be perceived by the reader as 
teenagers. This theme is expressed in the title and reinforced in the text. A drawn 
image of candy sticks and sexual apparatus deliberately associates children with 
sexual activity. A close-focus image depicts a female urinating. Given that the video 
slick is intended to titillate or sexually arouse the reader, the slick promotes and 
supports the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes and the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct, both deemed objectionable under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. The limitation on the availability of the 
publication is prescribed by law and demonstrably justified. 
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
